LONDON, April 14 (UP).—The “Daily 
Worker,” organ of the British Communist 
Party, reported from Paris tonight that 
German scientists are staffing an atomic re- 
search station in the Spanish village of Por- 
tugalete, five miles south of Bilbao. 


The dispatch, backing up a Polish charge 
before the United Nations Security Council 


that Generalissimo Francisco Franco and 
refugee Nazi scientists were conniving in 
atomic research, said the station is situated 

“on a rocky and almost hill just 
outside the village and is guarded day and 
night by special security police.“ 

Villagers were quoted as saying that the 
majority of the guards spoke only German. 

Derek Kartun, the “Daily Worker’s< spe- 
cial correspondent in Paris, said “secret in- 
formation” about the existence of the sta» 
tion reached him “from Spanish resistance 
sources.” 

“No one, I understand, is allowed any- 
where near the plant, and workers sleep and 
take their meals within the factory grounds,” 
he wrote. “Lorries travel to and from this 
secret hideout every day, with heavily armed 
guards traveling beside their drivers.

“Some 20 miles away lies the little port 
of Solario, which served as a secret supply 
base for German submarines during the war.

Kartun’s dispatch said Franco’s Ninth 
Artillery Regiment was stationed in Bilbao 
and the 145th, 165th, 123d and 132d Infantry 
formations were deployed facing the French 
frontier in the Basque region. It addition- 
ally reported that the 125th Artillery Regi- 
ment was near the coast north of San 
Sebastian and that various formations of 
Moroccan troops and Foreign Legionnaires 
were stationed between Bilbao and the 
French fontier. 

Radio Moscow attacked the Anglo-Amer- 
ican attitude toward Spain again tonight. 
Commentator Mikhail Mikhailov said non- 
intervention once more was becoming, “i 
fact, conniving with fascists and war crimi- 
nals,” as during the Spanish civil war. 

He said Britain and the United States did 
not hesitate to intervene in the Greek in- 
ternal situation.

The intense and beautiful elec- 
trical display of lights are most 
frequently seen in broad belts 
which lie approximately along the 
boundaries of the polar region, As 
seen in this country it usually 
consists of a more or less distinct 
arch of light, extending east and 
west and crossed at right angles 
by streamers of colored light. 


Auroras are associated with 
sunspot cycles which approach a 
maximum every 11 years. (We are 
now nearing such a period). Sun- 
spots are centers of great atomic 
storms. There is no theory yet 
framed that adequately explains 
the mystery of the aurora borealis 
but the facts behind these fas- 
cinating glows seem to be as fol- 
lows. 

The earth acts as a magnet, sur- 
rounded by its atmosphere. The 
sun is a super-power station send- 
ing out streams of electrified par- 
ticles as a result of the atomic 
storms. These particles are at- 
tracted to the magnetic earth,

mosphere in the orbit ‘around the 
sun. In this movement the sun 
particles collide with the rarefied 
molecules of the upper atmos- 
phere and cause them to glow. 

The display begins as an arch 
green light in which may in time 
erupt into the moving streamers. 
Old Gaelic legends thought of 
these streamers as “Na Fur Chlis” 
or dancing men, Other ancient 
peoples thought of the lights as 
the Valkyries riding the heavens 
in their chariots. 

There is a definite zone in 
both hemispheres where these 
glows are most frequently seen. 
These zones owing to the fact 
that the magnetic and geographic 
axes of the earth do not corre- 
spond, are irregularly placed. In 
the northern hemisphere the po- 
lar light reaches as far south as 
50 degrees N in Canada, but only 
touches the Arctic Circle on the 
European-Asiatic side of the At- 
lantic. Thus in Europe, often the 
only thing that can be seen of 
the light display is a glow-like 
dawn on the horizon. 

The astronomer Gassendi who 
observed this in 1621 proposed 
the name which has since gained 
international usage—aurora bore- 
alis or “northern dawn.” When 
Captain Cook discovered a similar 
phenomenon in his antarctic ex- 
plorations he termed it aurora 
australis or “southern dawn.” 
Other names popularly used are 
northern (or southern) or polar 
lights.

Aurora Borealis--Nature’s 
Finest Electrical Display 


A minor controversy regarding 
the lights is the claim by some 
observers that they can hear 
swishing sounds during the elec- 
trical display. One professor 
claimed that this was due to the 
brushing caused by electrical dis- 
charges. However most scientists 
feel that the sounds are merely 
the imaginations of the observers 
working overtime, because au- 
roras take place at such heights 
that it would be impossible to 
both see and hear the phenome- 
non at the same time because of 
the difference in the speeds of 
light and sound. 


Practically observation of aurora 
has confirmed our theories as to 
the various layers which make up 
the atmosphere. Professor Storm- 
er of Norway was the first to 
show that it extended to such 
high levels. His work has also 
given scientists an indication of 
the constitution of the upper at- 
mosphere. a 

One layer of this rarefied air— 
the Kennelly-Heabiside section is 
responsible for bouncing back ra- 
dio waves to the earth and mak- 
ing radio reception possible. The 
release of the electrical particles 
from the sun during sunspots 
causes a great disruption of the 
Kennelly layer and thus blanks 
out radio communication.

Emperor of Japan is being “sold” in our newspapers 
as a nice democratic gent. } 
“Selling” is. Japanese war criminal to Amer- 

ican public opinion does not take place by accident. 

MacArthur’s Japan is not being turned into a demo- 
cratic nation. The emperor system is not being abolished. 
On the contrary, the Emperor of Japan is kept by Gen. 
MacArthur as the biggest landlord, owning hundreds of 
thousands of acres. 

One of Japan’s biggest industrialists, recently presi- 
dent of the Mitsubishi trust which dominated the coal and 
steel war industries, has just been freed of the charges 
of being a war criminal. “Lack of evidence,“ says the 
American authorities. Are not the bodies of our boys 
murdered at Pearl Harbor sufficient evidence? 

Elections were held in Japan before the democratic 
groups had a chance to emerge after many years of 
persecution and suppression. The big business interests 
remain in control of the press. A rightist victory is thus 
guaranteed in advance, In fact, the present leader of the 
Conservative Party wrote a book glorifying Hitler. But 
MacArthur’s policy makes him the big-shot in running 
the country. 

The Japanese Communists, on the other hand, call 
for an end of the emperor system and the feudal reac- 
tionary land-owning system. They want the Japanese 
people to get full political liberties; with the Pearl Harbor 
criminals fittingly punished as war criminals. Yet for 
these demands, which every American who hates the 
Pearl Harbor assassins will support, they are frowned on 
by the army occupation officials. 

We don’t believe the American people want a Japan 
in which the old gang stays in power, awaiting another 
chance for another Pearl Harbor. A militarist Japan which 
some of our officials hope will act as our hired thug against 
democracy in Asia and the Soviet Union can quickly turn 
-around for another sneak attack. That’s what makes Gen. 
MacArthur’ s coddling of the emperor 98 so dangerous 
to this country's safety.

Radio Moscow 
Raps Vatican 


LONDON, April 14 (UP) - Radio 
Moscow criticized the Vatican twice 
tonight.

Jew Killed in Vienna Anti-Semitic Riot 


VIENNA, April 14 (UP).—A 16-year-old Jewish refugee from Hun- 
gary was killed and other Jews were beaten and 23 jailed last night in 
Vienna's first anti-Semitic riot since the armistice. 


Rioting broke out between elvillans and refugees from a displaced 
persons’ camp after hundreds of Jews marched on a Vienna police sta- 
tion and stoned it, demanding the release of two youths who were in- 
terned earlier in the day.

VIENNA, April 14 (UP).—Thousands of Austrians carrying red ban- 
ners paraded through the newly named “Stalinplatz” yesterday celebrating 
the first anniversary of the city’s liberation.
